1 . It is hereby acknowledged that the following papers have been received and placed of 
record in the file: Response to Office Action (dated 1/30/04). 

2. Claims 1-31 are presented for examination. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. Claims 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gray et 
al. [Gray] (U.S. Patent No. 5,151,855). 

5. Regarding claim 30, Gray teaches a method of powering a system in a vehicle comprising 
the steps of: 

(a) attempting to change a main application processor (slave processor) to a reduced 
power state [col. 1, lines 35-40; col. 3, lines 11-13]; and 

(b) removing voltage to the main application processor without a reset attempt if (a) 
fails [col. 3, line 63 to col. 4, line 2; col 4, lines 40-49]. 

Gray teaches that the reduced power state is an off state. Gray does not explicitly teach 
the reduced power state is a suspend state. However, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to recognize that an off state could also be interpreted as a suspend state. 

6. Regarding claim 3 1 , according to the Advanced Configuration and Power Interface 
Specification, a suspend state comprising a suspend-to-RAM state. Therefore, it would have 
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been obvious that Gray instructs the main application processor to enter a suspend-to-RAM state 
with a management processor. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-29 are allowed.
